The present executive is Miaarcelo T. de Alvear. Born in 
Buenos Aires in 1868 of one of the most atistocratic fami- 
lies in Argentina. He was educated in Buenos Aires and Gra- 
duc.ted a lawyer from the University. 


During the revolution of 1890 President Alvear took an 
active part in, and was a member of the Executive Board of 
the Radical Revolutionary Committee. Later serving as De- 
puty for the Capital and afterwards for the Province of 
Buenos Aires. From 1917 to 1921, he was liinister to France 
and became the Argentine delegate to the First Assembly of 
the League of Nations, 


In the Presidential Campaign of 1922 President Alvear was 
the candidate of the Radical Party and strongly supported by 
the then President Irigoyeno 


Prestige and Influence, 


The President entered office in 1922 under the most 
favorable conditions. He had as a background an illustri- 
ous famiby, considerable accomplishment of his own and the 
Support of the Radical party, and its strong leader Irigoyen. 


Soon however friction arose between him and Irigoyen be- 
cause the former refused to be the puppet of the later. This 
resulted in a split in the Radical party. It appears that 
the better element of the country regard the::President with 
favor, however the masses are with Irigoyen. This unfortu- 
nate state of affairs has existed since the very beginning of 
Alvear'ts term of office. Irigoyen has done everything pos- 
sible to discredit the President and thru his friends in Con- 
gress, to block all legislative progress. In this he has been 
fairly successful and there is no question but that the influ- 
ence of President is not sufficient to Carry out any construce 
tive ideas. 


Executive policies and announced views on important public 
vroblems s 


The President personally is in favor of a constructive pro- 
gram and honestly desires and makes every effort to advance 
and develop Argentina. He encourages Toreign investments and 
only recently attended and spoke at the opening of the Frigo~ 
rifico Anglo S.A. when he announced that foreign investments 
were welcomed in Argentina and that the people should have no 
fear that it memt anything but welfare for the country. 


International: 


He has repeatedly urged Congress to declare itself towards 
the League and has appointed representatives to attend debates 
on disarmament. He has announced that he believes in e211 pose 
sible steps which might secure peace while at the same time he 
hes concerned himself with the welfare of the Army and Navy and 
through his efforts they are now being slowly reequipped.

General Augustin P, Justo is one of the ablest members of 
the Cabinet and is without doubt the closest man either ner- 
cSonally or officially to the -resident. He accompanies him 
on all trips whether official or Dersonal and at many funce 
tions he is the only member of the Cabinet vresent. He is a 
high type of man and most efficient, AS to his influence pro 
or egainst the United States I can find little evidence, of 
course fourteen yeats of his most active service were spent 
under the German mission here, however from all that can be 
ascertained he ig absolutely open Minded. It ig noted that 
the Naval Attaché here about a year ago listed him among ner- 
sons who are unfriendly to the United States, io facts can 
be found to confirm such conclusion and my observations have 
been quite to the Contrary.

Angel Gallardo. ‘the hiinister of foreign Affairs together 
with General Justo probably have more influence with the Pre-

It igs remarked in some parts that, should the 
Personalistas and the Anti-Personelistas of the Radical party 
be able to effect & compromise and join on any candidate for 
President, the choice would probably be Gallardo. There are 
Grave doubts that any such compromise can be reached.

Manuel Augusto Montes de Oca is a prominent lawyer and 
writer in Buenos Aires, he was born in that city in June of 
the year 1867 of an old and distinguished argentine family. 

He wes educated in Buenos Aires where he graduated with high 
honors in law from the University in the year 1888. For eight 
years he taught, first history and then became a professor of 
Constitutional law. Since 1896 he has been engaged principal- 
ly in the practice of law and has represented Some of the large- 
st English railroad Companies and also bean counsel for the 
Banco "El Hogar Argentino" He is now a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Buenos Aires Pacific Railway and also Counsel 
to that Company.

The form of Government is republican. The Republic of 
Argentina gained her independence from Spain in 1816. The 
Constitution of 1853, witn sfibs:quent modifications is in 
force. Suffrage is extended to all male citizens over the age 
of 18 years in national elections. 

The Executive Power is vested in a President, elected 
for a term of six years, and the legislative authority is 
excroised by 2 National Congress consisting of a Senate and 
Chanbsr of Deputies. The Republic is divided into fourteen 
provinces, ten territories and a federal district, Buenos 
Aires. ° 

The Argentine National Government has a Federal 
Representative form of government, approved September 25,1860. 
Rach province enacts for itself a Constitution under the. 
representative republican system. 

The Federal Government intervenes in the territory of 
the Province in order to guarantee the republican form of 
Government.

The present president is a man of high ideals and aims, 
and is the nominal hend of the Radioal Party, which is now in 
power. He was chosen by his predecessor Sr. Hipolito Irigoyen 
who used nis influence to put Dr. Alvear in the office he now 
holds. 

Since attaining office, throuch his refusal to follow 

3 the dictates of his predecessor, the Radical Party has beoome 
aplit under two heads: the Radical Impersonalist Party, headed 
_vy Dr. Alvear and the Personalist or Old Radioal Party headed 
by Sr. Irigoyen. 

Through the split in the Radical Party,pr. Alvear, who 
conmands the loyalty and respect of the better classes in the 
country, but he has been unable to oarry out the policies 
which he would like to put through Congress on acoount of the 
plocing policy of the other faction of the Radioal Party headed 
by Ivigoyen. . : 

Since Dr. Alvear's eleotion to office on Ootober 12,1922 
practically no constructive legislation has been passed by 
Congress and Congress has been at a virtual stalemate. No 
party commands a majority and nothing can be passed in Congress 
without a combination of several partiss, and this has not 
been affeoted to data. 

Dr. Alvear has on many oooasions ordered investigations 
into the different administrative departments of the govern- 
ment, and varicus proseoutions have been made of individuals 
on acoount of irregularities and frauds,and many employees 
have besn disoharged on account of inefricienoy. | 

The present executive has not been in sympathy with the 


polioy of his predecessor in government intervention in the 
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province:s. Ther: were aishteen intarv-ntions unisr Presiaent 
Irigoyen, four with and fourteen witncut tne sancticn of 
Congress. .Presiuent Alvear nas only intervened toee provinces, 
ana this only under extrausd necessity. 

Dr. Alvear can be considersa as a 000 friend of the 
Acwy and Navy, anu iv is nis dgsire to pass cons jructive 
legislation Witn respect to the gervic2s, and also wodernize 
their equiguent. Both the Ministsraof War ana warine are 
officers in the army ana navy, and ars strony meabers of the 
Cubinet.

3300? Judiciary-—--~General 


The Judicial Pov-er of the Nation is exercised by a 
Supreme Ccurt of Justice, and by other lower Tribunals which 
Congress establishes in the Territory of the Nation. 

In no way may the President of the Nation exercise 
judioial powers. 

‘The Supreme Court of the Nation, and the lower Tribunals 
take part in and decide ujon all suits concerned with natters 
governed by the Constitution and by laws of the Nation; also 
they are concerned with treaties made with foreign nations; 
with cases concerning Ambassadors. Publio Ministers and 
foreign consuls; Admiralty and marine jurisdiction Cases; of 
affairs to which the nation is a party; of cases arising two 
ar more provinces; between one provinoe and the residents of 

‘amoher; between residents of different provinces, and betveen 
oné provinoe and its residents against a forsign State or 
citizen. 

In such cases, the Supreme Court exercises its juris-— 
diction by appeal, according to the rules and exceptions 
prescribed by Congress; but in all matters concerning Ambassa~ 
dorg, 4inisters and foreign Consuls, to which one of the 
Provinces is a party, the Supreme Court has original and 
exolusive intervention.

Apnointment to and tenure of office; inherent and vested powers;

The President is elected to office for a period of 
six years, and he alone appoints and removes from office the 
members of his Ministry.

ent e 

The Executive Power appoints the magistrates of the 
Supreme Court, and the rest of the Federal Lower Tribunals in 
agreement with the Senate. 

The Exeoutive Pover confirms or suspends the canonical 
laws of the Council of Bishops, the Bulls, Apostolio. Briefs 
and the orders of the Pope at Rome in agreement with the 
Supreme Court. 

The Executive Power appoints and removes Ministers 
Plenipotentiaries with the agreement of the Senate. 

The Exeoutive Power declares war and grants letters of 
marque and reprisal with the authorization and approval of 
Congress. It also declares a state of sieve in the Nation in 
case of attack from abrond, and for a limited time in agreemsnt 
with the Senate. 

The President or’ Executive is seconded by his Ministers 
who number seven in all, to wit; Interior, Foreign Affairs, 
Finance, Justice, Public Instruction and Worship, War and 
Marine. These Ministries are in oharge of the affairs of 
the Nation, and control and legalize the action taken by 
the President by means of their signature, without which 
requisite such action lacks efficacy. Eaoh Minister is 
responsible for the acts he legalizes; he is oo-responsible 
for those legalized in agreement with his colleagues. 

Minister may not by himself alene, in any oase make decisions 
exoept concerning the economic and administrative requirements 
of his department. After Congress opens its sessions, the 
Ministers should pre:ent a report giving the country's situatior. 
in detail, regarding those matters under their respective 
departments. They cannot be Senctors or Deputies without 
resigning their posts as Ministers. The Ministers may be 
present at Comressional sessions, and take part in lis 
debates, but they may not vote. They enjoy a salary fixed 
by law for their services, and this cannot be inoreased or 
diminished during their inoumbenoy.

eligible to hold office. re 

The Chief Justice, Dr. Antonio Bermejo, is an ex- 
political leader, who wxs a dangerous presidential candidate, 
and therefore the political party in power eide-trackea him by 
placing him at the head of the Supreme Ceurt. Toasy he ig an 
old man, but is mentally alert, active and has great exp rience. 

The other membersa of the Supreme Court are: Dr. Figueroa 
Aloorta, ex-Presidient of the Republic, who i3 parpaps the most 
efficient member of the court. Drs. Roberto Repetto and 
Ramon Mendez huve sprung frem the judiciary, having risen from 
the lover oourts up to their present high positions. Dr. 
Leurencena is a prominent lawyer from the interior of -the 
country, ex-governor of the Province of Entre Rios, Was a 
possible candidate for senator, but as a vacanoy in the Supreme 
Court occurred, he was gide-tracked from politics and placed 
cn the highest benoh of the country, which ha entered at 80 
years of age. 

In general there is very high respect felt for the 
Supreme Court. It is composed of eminant men of high integrity, 
and there is no cause for complaint. 

There is no important deoision pending, put in case the 
inoone tax legislation should beoone law, the press states 
that it will be hotly contested before the court.

(a) Relationship to Central Government. 


The local governments in Argentine sre tne Municipality 
of the City of Buenos Aires, 14 Provincial Governients and 10 
territories. 

The Constitution of 1853 ag amended in 1860 places the 
provinescs in almost exaotly the same situation as the position of 
the various states with fespect to the Unitcd States Government. 

All the provincas enjoy the rights to frame and anend 
their own constitutions subject to their ob! igation of Carrying 
on a Resublican form of goverrment. The govermient in all the 
provinces is vory nearly the sene. 

The provincial governments are very frequently in- 
erficient and oorrupt and they often exceed their authorized 
powers, and the National Government under Art.6 of the Federal 
Constitution is empowered to step in and regulate the affairs of 
the provincial gov-rnment until the province in functioning 
normelly azain. 

There have been no cages in lete yeers where fovernment 
intervention has been made in & province on account of the 
Gisloyalty to the oentral Bovernment. The territoriss are under 
government control at all tines. 

The government frequently exercises this right to 
intervene in the goverrment of the provinoes to insure a republican 
form of government and when this happens it is done either to 
retain an existing goy rnment in power or to entirely replace it. 
This right has been freely exercised by the National Government, 
and usually there is one or more provinces under government 
contol at any one tine. At present the provinces of La Rioja and 
San Juan are under government control. 

Sine the triumph of the principle of Federal Government 
Over a Centralized government in 1861, there have been no Cases 

of any province or provinoss attempting to withdraw fron tne 

union mor does the-e seem to be any desire on the part of any 
province to secede at the present tine. 

The provinces vapy greatly in araa, population and 
vealth. The provinoes of Buenos Aires, Santa Fe and Cordoba 
are the largest and wealthiest. The poorer provinos like Jujuy 
and Salta,which have a small population,have to be helped by

funotionsa, while the wealthier ones have developed extensive 
Publio works, and are perfeoting their system of Fublic education.

Article 107 confers upon the provinces cuthority to meke 
certain treetics towards administrating, justice, public works 
of common interest, economical matters, oll vith consent of the 
sederal Senate; wud te oromote its imaigration, industries, the 
construction of railroads and canals, colonization of provinci-~ 
el vroperty, exploration of its rivers, introduction of foreign 
capitel end to make lews in regard to these matters. 


Article 108 states thet the provinces will not exercise 
power delegated to the ilation. ‘They will make no treaties of 2 
political nature, no laws relating to commerce or interior or 
exterior navigation; will not establish provincial customs hou-~ 
ges, will not establish a mint or banks issuing currency without 
approvel of the Federal Congress. The Provinces will not enact 
special civic, commercial and mining codes; nor enact special 
laws on citizenship and neturalization, bankruptcy, counterfeit- 
ing money or documents of State}; neither will they arm boats of 
wor or reise armies except in case of exterior invasion of a 
danger so imminent that admits no delay and in that case noti- 
fying immediately the Vederel Governments; nor name or receive 
foreign agents, and admit no new religious orders. 


Article 109 vrovides: Ho province will make. war on another 
province. Their complaints will be submitted to the Supreme 
Court of the Nation and decided by them. Any such acts of hos- 
tility will be considered civil war end the Federal Government 
will suppress in accordance with the lavwo 


Article 110 concludes the provisions of the Federal Consti- 
tution on this subject with the statement that the Governors of 
the Provinces are the natural agents of the Federal Power in 
enforcing the Constitution and the laws of the Mation. 


Actual Practices: 


Article six of the Constitution states: "The Federal Govern- 
ment ney intervene in the territory of a Province in order to 
‘uarantee the republican form of Government. This vrovision does, 
ana hes veen so interpreted in the past,as giving the President 
unlimited opportunity and excuse to interfere with the provin- 
ciel government. ‘There were several cases where the right was 
exercised previous to 1916 but it was during the regime of 
President Irigoyen thet National intervention in the Provin- 
ces became a joke and a by-word. There were eighteen interven- 
tions during the period of 1916-1922. Four of them were with 
end fourteen without, the sanction of Congress. Only one Pro 
vince vas not intervened wnd one was intervened three times. It 
is alleged thet many of Irigoyen's interventions were simply 
moves in the political game to replece his political ovponents 
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by his cw political friends. During the present administra- 
tion there have been three interventions. tthe present time 
there is some cgitation in the newspapers for vederel inter- 
vention in Mendoze. A few days ago while the inspectors at the 
polls were counting the votes cast at a Provincial election, 

& mob of some ten or fifteen peonle entered the building and 
began firing revolvers. Some twenty or thirty shots were fir- 
ed, also there occurred one or to fist fights emong the op- 
posing parties. The Governor in his revort stated that the 
Fersonelistes started the firing while the Personalistes't 
leader reports th: t the Anti-vrersonalistas were the guilty 
ones. ‘the discrder was immediately sunpressed however as the 
Anti-Personalistas were defested at the provincial polls they 
immediately -topk their case to the newspapers for intervention 
which, of course, would mean a new election. Indications are 
that they will be no intervention. 


There have been one or two weak efforts in the National 
Congress tc invoke laws to prevent the Yederal Government in~ 
tervening to the extent that hes been witnessed during the 
past ten years. Such efforts have received little support. The 
President is the outstanding feature of the Government and dur- 
ing the term Irigoyen was in office -1916-1922- he did not hesi- 
tate to stand on the principle "I am the Law" and he had suf- 
ficient power to bend Congress tc his will. 


(b) Outline Organization of the Government. 


Under the provisions of the Constitution, the fourteen pro- 
vinces have each set up a republican form of Government with 
the executive and legislative branches elected by the people. 
The term and numbers vary in different provinces as shown on 
the following charts

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3410. LOCAL POLITICAL CONDITIONS 


(a) Loyalty to Central Government 


Since the beginning of modern Argentina (1868) in only 
one or two Provinces has there been overt act of disloyalty 
to the central Govermnente Quite a few cases of disloyalty 
on the part of the provinces to their republican form of go- 
vernment have occurred; and other cases of alleged disloyal- 
ty for purposes of intervention by the National Government 
for the purpose of securing control of the vrovincial govern- 
ment. : 


It might be remarked that the provinces in the Hast and 
liid West are more influenced by national politics than the 
others. During the period 1916-1922 211 provinces were inter- 
vened except Santa Fé, and some of them three times. iénemies 
of President Irigoyen claim that interventions were political 
and made simoly for the purpose of securing control of the 
provincial governments, however, it is certain that in many 
of these cases the provincial affairs had reached such a stage 
of chaos that intervention and reorganization were absolutely 
necessary. 


Province of Buenos Aires 


This province has been the scene of many struggles and 
controversies in the early political history. Previous to 
1880 Buenos Aires was the capitel of the province as well as” 
of the Confederation. During that year there wes'an armed:

It is charged by the enemies of Irigo- 
yen that this was one of the cases in which the intervention 
was purely a political move to put the Conservadores out of 
office. 


In 1925 a similar plan was projected but was not carried 
into effect. At this time President Alvear was in office and 
a definite split had been realized in the Radical Party. The 
Irigoyenists of the Radical Party were in control of the Pro- 
vineial Government. The Intervention act was passed by the 
National Congress but the President would not approve it. ‘The 
sinister of the Interior (Gallo) who had favored this inter- 
vention resigned from the Cabinet as a protest against the rre- 
sident not approving intervention.

On December 5th, Rear-Admiral Ricardo Hermelo 
resigned his post as Chief of Police of the City of Bue@mos 
Aires, which he has held since the Revolution. Colonel 
Enrique P.Pilotto, Governor of the Territory of Misiones, 
has been appointed in Admiral Hermelo's stead. 


In a letter handed to Dr.Sanchez Sorondo, the 
Minister of the Interior on December Sth, the retiring chief 
virtually admitted failure to reorganise the department on 
the lines that had been suggested to him. He implied that he 
had been unable to secure cooperation from some of the higher 
officials, and declared that, in the best interests of the 
institution, he had decided to mal» way for someone else. 


Admiral Hermelo's retirement was not unexpected. 
As a matter of fact it was regarded as a matter of hours 
from the moment of what was, in reality, the dismissal of 
the Comisario de Ordenes, Sr.Julio Alzogaray, on December 4th. 
It is stated that other importent changes may be made in tm 
police in the course of the next few days. 


Following publication of the Admiral's letter, 
and the decree accepting his résignatign,the Minister of the 
Interior emnounced the Government's intention completely 
to reorganize the dependency of which Colonel Pilotto is 
now the chief. 


Dr.Sanchez Sorondo, Minister of the Interior, 
indicated that the title of Chief of Police would probably 
be suppressed, and that the new head of the Department might 
bear that of Prefect of Police instead. Name of Comisarias 
would be changed accordingly, to become, in future, sub-pre- 
fectures. There will also be a new post created, that of 
Secretary of Police, to which, it is reported, Dr.David Uriburu 
will be assigned. 


Colonel Enrique Pilotto, who took office on 
December 9th, has had an interesting military career. Raised 
to his present rank in 1925, he has been Inspector-General 
of Cavalry, and Officer Commanding the Presidential Guard. 
He was attached to General Uriburu when the Provisional 
President of the Republic was Inspector-General of the Army, 
and, after the revolution, was offered and accepted the post 
of Governor of the National Territory of Misionss.

The Radical successes in tne Province of 
Buenos Aires ure, of Course, i big uyset and fron a 
‘usual Glance one would Suy that tie people have renounced 
the present administration and would rather replace the 
Old order of things. ‘However, tuis is not the case. It 
must be remembered thut the Revelution was not but over 
by the Conservatives iwlone, but by the better element of 
the poeple of the Country auong whom the isitjOority are 
also Redicals. ‘his is likewise true of the Army and 
Navy; 2 poll vote taken of the officers of the Army and 
Navy would show a big Radical majority. What the elec- 
tion did snow, however, was thut the Provisional Govern- 
ment has been true to its fromise and without persuasion 
of any kind has peruitted the People of the Province of 
Suenus «aires to express themselves at the polls. But for 
fear that the old clan of "“Personeiistas" within the 
Hadical varty itself wight imegine for one instant that 
they were going to return to power, the President thought 
it time to make a statement in which he emphatically re- 
iterated the pburvoses of the Revolution, stating that to 
return those same people to office would mean that.the 
Revolution had been puryoseless and a failure and that 
under no circumstances would he permit them or their con- 
federates to hold office, end that in case any of these 
people were elected to office the Government would not 
be turned over to them. ‘dhat he did not say and what 
the oapers implied he did Say Was that he would not turn 
the Government over to the Radical Party. ‘This was the 
booQular interoretation given of his syeech by the Press, 
Sor several days, this interpretation caused a great deal 
of alarm ond confusion, but we believe that the utter 
hes now been mede right and the President hes made it 
clear that he will turn the Government over to anyone 
whom the devsle select regardless of ourty politics &s 
long es thi.t person can come into uffice with clean hands 
and a clean record end does not belong to the former 
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'Personalisté" 2crty who held sway and as he states - 
Tried to bring Argentina to ner knees." 


In stating thet he veuld not permit the 
return to power of tne people oF tne just Government, 
we cuote the President's exact words: 


"I sm the head of tne evolution holding 

the reins of Government by virtue of having triumphed. 

I snall not permit the country to return to tne hends 

of those «who aeve exploited it. the Revolution of 
estember 6th. is not over yet. It will continue ine 
definitely until its objects have all been wchieved 

or until the orvinciples on which it was besed ure de- 
feated. This is a inoment of trunscendental imyortance 

b. the destiny of cur land. Let us place love of country 
ubove ull political interests. " 


“thile the Government in no way interfered 

with the electicn or issued provzeganda of any kind for 
ony oOurticular party, the Ruodicals got in a great deal 
of work camong the voters by leading the more ignorant 
to believe that the present Provisional Governnent was - 
responsible for the depreased condition of the world 
grain market. Also, it was dointed out thew they have 
increused taxation, and that it was the sursose of in- 
creased taxstion for the members of tne present Govern- 
ment to oodtain money for themselves. Cne post office 
em.loyee who was caught spreading false prop pegunda would 
say to each person who come to nis window to purchase stamps 
on wuich there hes been on increase of 1003 - "The Gov- 
ernment is trying to rob you of your -ioney, but I'll 
give it back to you out or my own pocket." Thereupon 
for every ten-cent stamp purchased, he would give the 
Durchauser five cents in change, the money for this 
Change being put ug by Fersunulistes in the Radical 

: orgenization, waich proved 2 very cheay way of spread- 
ing poisonous propaganda. 


She President's speech and the various in- 
teroretations placed upon it have of course brought to 
a head the fect that at leust one member of the Provi- 
gional Administration has been dabling in volitics and 
that member was Senchez Sorondo, the linister ex the 
Interior. Zor sowe time sast, in fact from a Tew deys 
after the Revolution, it was mentioned that Sanchez 5So- 
rondo was currying favour with the labour organizations. 
He vermitted the Federation of Labour excessive lider- 
ties and granted many of their descnds. He interfered 
with the adsuinistration of tue police when they crrested 
labour egitators and finally forced the resignation of 
Rear-admirel Hermelo, formerly Chief of Police. ndmirel 
Hermelo was succeeded by Colonel Enricue Pilotto of the 
Army as Chief of Zulice and we underst.nd that he would 
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brook no interference fron the Winister of the Interior.

he had some Olficers arrested BS CO-Consvirators with 
General Severo f0ranzo agains’ tae Government.

of the request, but declined to resign. It was not until 
the actucl results of the election began to come -in,and 
after the declaration of the “resident that it became 
apperent that Sanchez Sorondo would have to G0, and we 
understand chat the Minister of ‘icr and the Liinister of 


liarine advised the resident that tiis. would be absolutely 


necessury. It is also known thet the other members of the 
Cabinet supported his view, and it wes the Minister of 
Agriculture, Sr.Becear Varela, who Suggested that the 
Whole Cabinet resign and give the “resident the opportu 
nity to reorganize his entire Cabinet strictly along 
Adminis tration lines and Outside of the mle of yolitics. 
By this trick Ssuuchez Sorondo Was forced to resign with 
the rest of the Cavinet. After the resignation of the 
Cabinet, it wag Srooosed that a COelition Cabinet be 
formed of menbers of both Sarties, and with tnis idea in 
wind, ourtfoliog were offered to Drominent Radicals, ag 
for lustanuce, Sr. De la orre oF Rosario; General Agustin 
~.Justo, who was Minister of dur under Lresident Alvear, 
and several Others, all or whom refused to uccept. 


It now becanie apourent thet inasmuch 2s 
no Radicals would enter the Cabinet of the »resent Govern- 
ment thit the President must either turn right or left. 
If he was to turn vo the right, it meant carrying, through 
Vwitn a strong right arm, and if he turned to the left, 
it weant elmost anything and Drobaoly turning the Govern- 
went over tu someone else.

11 the commissioned 
officers in the vicinity of the Us vital voluntarily, with- 
out a single refusel, und .lso all the neval officers in 
the vicinity of tne Capitel went in c boay (about eight 
nundred,; to the Casa .ogade, where a very impressive cere- 
nony was held and ail the officers yersonally gave to the 
-resident the absulute assurauce of their backing. 


It is not knovwm vwhy the lLinister cf j arine 
refused to kee» his portfolio which was offered to him 
after nis resignation, but the new wan who hes come to 
take his place is a very highly respected officer of tie 
Wavy. Ne its .f Srench extraction und Trench naval educa- 
tion. He is very highly respected in the Navy and was 
highly in faveur of cue decision to make a strong turn to 
tne rigit. 


The situation continued tense, but knowing 
the caliore of the men, leaders of both Radicals and 
Conservatives, as vell es those Cunducting the 2rovisional 
Government, it scemed necessary thit there should be 
sone urvitration und so there has been. \hen General 
Justo called upon the President, ne created inuch excite- 
ment and curiosity us to just what tliey were discussing 
and iow .t would turn out. It developed that their 
discussion was a most cungenial one and this much we 
are sure is understcod: That General Justo, a Radical, 
would like to be President; that when elections are con- 
voked he will offer hinself as e candidate; that a Govern- 
ment headed by General Justo is entirely acce,table to 
tne Administrations and that. if Ex-president Alvear will 
wgree to the candidacy of General Justo there does not 
seem tu be ony other stumbling block in the wey of an 
early return to constitutional Covernnent under comoetent 
wene This does nov lean thet there are not other accept- 
able candidates, but so far this looks like the 10st 
logical solution. President Alvear is returning on Satur- 
day and shortly after thit we should Imow the decision 
of the Radicel Party.
